This  game  re- 
vealed the  gridders  for  their  true  ability.  The  team  went  on  to  down 
Appalachian,  Carson-Newman,  West  Carolina,  Newberry,  and  Lenoir 
Rhyne.  The  defeat  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  was  the  first  in  several  seasons. 
Throughout  the  game  the  Christians  displayed  determination  and 
desire.  The  game  was  highlighted  by  the  f  leetfooted  running  of  Charlie 
Strigo  which  helped  to  clinch  a  share  in  the  Carolinas  Conference 
Championship.
